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PREFACE 


The  purpose  of  this  paper  is  to  analyze  a  contemporary  youth  sub-culture 
which  relates  to  the  ministry  of  the  military  chaplain  and  to  determine  means 
of  effectively  ministering  to  young  people  in  the  Army  today. 
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CHAPTER  I 
WHO  ARE  THE  JESUS  PEOPLE 

Youth  sub-cultures  and  counter-cultures  have  been  coning  to  the  atten- 
tion of  the  general  public  for  several  years.  Many  of  the  youth  movements 
are  religiously  or  quasi-religiously  oriented.  One  movement  that  appears 
to  be  quite  widespread  is  the  Jesus  Movement.  The  young  people  who  are 
involved  in  this  movement  are  referred  to  as  the  Jesus  People.  Other  names 
used  are  Jesus  Freaks  and  Street  Christians. 

The  life  style  of  these  people*  for  the  most  part*  is  very  much  like 
the  hippie  style.  Blue  jeans*  long  hair  and  a  generally  shabby  (but  clean) 
appearance  prevails. 

The  Jesus  People  are  not  necessarily  representative  of  any  particular 
denomination.  In  some  places  they  have  no  relationship  to  organized  churches, 
but  in  others  the  Jesus  kids  are  actively  involved  in  churches  where  they 
are  welcome.  There  are  Jesus  People  among  Protestants  and  Catholics  and 
there  are  even  some  Jewish  young  people  "turning  on  to  Jeshua*"as  they  put 
it.   In  some  areas*  whole  churches  have  grown  up  made  up  of  Jesus  People 
almost  exclusively. 

This  is  a  youth  movement  and  because  there  is  a  great  deal  of  involve- 
ment in  drugs  in  contemporary  youth  culture*  there  is  naturally  a  relation- 
ship between  drug  abuse  and  the  Jesus  People. 


"Turning  On  To  Jeshua,"  Christianity  Today,  December  17,  1971,  33. 
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The  Jesus  People  stress*  even  require  in  most  instances,  a  conversion 
experience.  The  conversion  involves  a  turning  away  from  a  previous  life 
style  to  a  new  life  with  the  exception  of  the  manner  of  dress.  Unless  the 
former  life  style  was  "straight,"  then  one  would  probably  adopt  the  "hippie" 
style.  In  some  places,  communal  living  is  part  of  the  Jesus  way. 

The  conversion  experience  within  the  Jesus  Movement  involves  a  faith 
commitment  to  Jesus  as  the  revelation  of  God  to  man  concerning  personal 
salvation,  forgiveness  for  sins,  and  eternal  life.  This  includes  release 
from  anything  which  has  been  a  destructive  force  in  a  person's  life.  The 
conversion  experience  is  psychological,  emotional  and  evidently  physical 
in  some  cases  where  the  individual  has  been  a  heavy  drug  user. 

There  has  been  a  noticeable  percentage  of  the  Jesus  People  who  have 
turned  off  drugs  and,  as  they  put  it,  have  turned  on  to  Jesus,  by  way  of 
their  conversion  experience. 

A  phenomenon  of  the  movement  has  been  the  underground  papers.  Some 
of  the  papers  aret  Oracle  (San  Francisco),  Right  On  (Berkeley),  Hollywood 
Free  Press,  and  Agape  (Seattle).  These  papers  often  carry  articles  or 
letters  about  people  who  have  been  released  from  their  drug  problem.  One 
widely  circulated  Jesus  paper  is  Truth,  published  in  Spokane,  Washington. 
Some  sample  letters  to  the  editor  are  quoted  herewith  as  examples  of  the 
kind  of  deliverance  people  have  experienced  or  hope  to  experience  in  rela- 
tion to  drugs t 

Finally  fell  into  another  issue  of  that  strange  paper  called  TRUTH 
last  night.  I  got  ripped  on  the  whole  thing.  Imagine  that  -  right- 
on  people  talking  about  Jesus.

I  first  met  some  of  your  people  on  the  street  in  downtown  New  Haven 
around  May.  I  was  getting  pretty  uptight  at  the  factory  that  morn- 
ing thinking  about  myself  -  the  country  -  nothings  changing  -  etc. 
So  I  decided  to  take  the  day  off  -  get  high  -  and  take  a  walk.  So 
I'm  walking  down  the  street  by  the  green  in  N.  H.  digging  the  day  and 
the  clouds  up  there  in  back  of  all  those  dirty  buildings  of  American 
Dream-land  U.S.A.  Anyway  -  across  the  street  there's  some  brothers 
and  sisters  pushing  underground  papers*  And  the  citizens  are  all 
edging  away  from  them  as  they  walk  by. 

"Ah"  -  I  say  to  myself,  "This  dude's  not  going  to  bum  them  out. 
(meaning  me)  I'll  buy  one  of  their  papers."  Anyway  I  walked  up  to 
them  -  smiled  and  said,  'Hi.'  Next  thing  I  know  they  are  rapping 
about  Jesus  and  I'm  getting  nervous  -  these  people  were  higher  on  the 
Master  than  I  was  on  Dope.  HMMMMMMMMM.  Anyway  I  split  before  they 
turned  me  on  to  that  crazy  stuff  they  were  on.  Getting  high  on  love 
is  high  indeed.  That  first  issue  of  TRUTH  wigged  me  out.  I  couldn't 
find  them  after  that  when  I  decided  to  look  about  a  month  later. 

So  now  a  subscription  please  for  me  and  my  ol'  lady..  I'm  trying  to 
turn  her  on  to  the  Teacher,  and  I  can  use  the  TRUTH. 

Another  letter  reads t 

Dear  Brothers  and  sisters  in  Christ, 

Praise  Jesus.  The  Holy  Spirit  is  truckin'  here  in  the  Youth  Develop- 
ment Center  too.  As  in  Walla  Walla  prison,  freeing  prisoners  here. 
As  I  write  this  letter  I  have  sixteen  days  and  a  wake  up. 

Things  are  looking  up  here,  we  are  so  happy  now  that  it  blows  my 
head. 

I  thought  I  would  tell  you  the  far  out  things  Jesus  has  done  for  me. 
To  do  that  I'll  have  to  tell  you  a  little  about  me. 

I'm  a  freak  and  have  been  for  about  8  years.  Did  a  lot  of  dope. 
Came  from  a  bad  family  and  things.  So  I  started  cutting  myself  up. 
Not  verbally  but  with  glass  and  anything  I  could  get  my  hands  on. 
68  or  69  stitches  I  got  on  my  left  arm  plus  I  hung  myself  and  I  tried 
to  o.d.  But  God  wouldn't  give  up  He  kept  on  working  on  me.  Then  one 
day  I  was  going  to  cut  my  throat  with  a  piece  of  glass  on  top  of  one 
of  the  buildings  here  and  a  guy  named  Tim,  a  bookkeeper  from  Norfolk 
said  as  I  was  going  up,  "Jesus  Loves  You"  Wow  freak  out.  Someone 
loves  me.

I  threw  the  glass  down  and  he  asked  me  if  I  wanted  to  talk  so  I  said 
yes  and  about  an  hour  or  so  later  we  prayed  and  Jesus  came  in  my 
heart.  Man,  that's  better  than  any  smack,  coke,  crank  or  anything 
I  have  ever  fired  up. 

All  the  brothers  here  send  their  love  and  keep  spreading  the  Good 
News. 

We  are  spreading  it  here  all  day  and  most  of  the  night.  Man  arj 
these  people  starved  for  the  word;  they  can«t  get  enough  of  it. 

One  of  the  churches  which  is  a  rallying  place  for  Jesus  People  is 
Calvary  Chapel  in  Costa  Mesa,  California.  Calvary  Chapel  holds  youth  ser- 
vices three  nights  a  week,  often  for  as  many  as  2,000  kids  who  pour  in, 
wearing  their  hip  fashions  and  carrying  Bibles  under  their  arms.  They  greet 
one  another  with  big,  beautiful  smiles  and  loving  embraces*  They  fill  the 
pews  and  spill  over  into  the  aisles.  The  foyer  is  crowded  with  kids  sitting 
on  the  floor,  and  still  there  isn*t  enough  room.  For  three  to  four  hours, 
they  sing,  pray  and  study  the  Bible.  Quiet  songs  of  adoration  open  the 

service.  The  throng  sways  with  the  music,  holds  hands,  interlocks  arms, 
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raises  hands  high  as  if  to  reach  heaven. 

Sometimes  a  rock  group  plays.  When  the  rock  group  has  finished,  the 
Pastor,  Chuck  Smith,  or  one  of  his  young  assistant  ministers,  gets  up  from 
his  seat  on  the  floor  at  the  back  of  the  podium,  and,  as  kids  stand,  be- 
gins the  chorus,  "Hallalujah."  Then  the  minister  sits  down,  and  in  a  quiet, 
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easy  manner,  begins  the  Bible  study. 

These  are  the  Jesus  People.

CHAPTER  II 

THE  IMPACT  OF  THE  JESUS  PEOPLE  ON  YOUNG  SOLDIERS 

The  Jesus  People  are  everywhere.  Because  they  are  everywhere,  they 
are  in  the  Army.  Because  they  are  in  the  Army,  they  are  part  of  the 
Chaplains*  parish. 

The  Army,  for  the  most  part,  is  made  up  of  young  people  who  are  not 
far  removed  from  civilian  life.  Because  of  this,  those  trends  which 
affect  national  life  in  general  will  also  have  an  impact  on  military  life. 
There  are  Jesus  People  in  the  Army.  They  don't  look  like  hippies  any  more 
but  under  the  uniform  and  short  haircuts  they  are  still  Jesus  People  in 
their  thinking. 

The  Jesus  Soldiers  can  be  divided  into  two  broad  categories.  There 
are  those  who  were  Jesus  People  when  they  came  into  the  Army.  They  usually 
identify  one  another  easily  be  use  of  certain  cliches  and  symbols  such  as 
the  uplifted  index  finger  which  indicates  the  "One  Way"  slogan  commonly 
used  by  Jesus  People  (although  this  is  not  exclusively  their  symbol). 

Often  these  Jesus  Soldiers  will  form  Bible  study  groups  in  barracks 
and  attend  local  meetings  off  post  if  there  are  any  in  the  area  whew  they 
are  assigned.  It  is  not  unusual  to  find  Jesus  Coffee  Houses  located  near 
military  installations. 

The  second  category  of  Jesus  Soldiers  is  made  up  of  those  who  experience 
conversion  in  the  Jesus  People  setting  after  they  have  entered  active  duty. 
At  my  last  duty  assignment  I  had  responsibility  for  a  chapel  which  was 
located  adjacent  to  a  Protective  Custody  Facility.  Men  detained  in  that 
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facility  were  there  for  various  reasons  of  a  minor  nature.  Many  men  who 
voluntarily  returned  from  AWOL  were  there  awaiting  disposition.  From  time 
to  time  some  of  these  men  would  come  into  my  office  to  chat.  In  many  in- 
stances, men  who  had  been  AWOL  had  had  encounters  with  Jesus  People  and 
had  experienced  conversion.  As  a  result  they  had  turned  themselves  over 
to  the  military  authorities. 

Some  soldiers  are  influenced  by  the  Jesus  Movement  but  are  not  quite 
involved  enough  to  be  a  part  of  one  of  the  two  categories  mentioned.  The 
following  letter  to  the  editor  of  TRUTH  illustrates  thist 

Dear  Beautiful  People j 

I  am  in  the  Army  and  I'm  stationed  in  Mannheim,  Germany.  I  don't 
know  what's  happening  to  me  here  lately,  it  all  seems  so  strange. 

Like,  I'm  a  junkie,  or  at  least  I  take  quite  a  bit  of  junk  any- 
way, and  I'm  getting  out  of  the  service  on  a  212  -  Undesirable  Dis- 
charge. 

Anyway,  I  took  an  overdose  of  Morphine  about  2  months  ago,  and  I 
had  to  attend  a  drug  class  a  couple  of  times. 

On  my  first  class,  one  of  the  dudes  gave  me  a  Jesus  paper  called 
"Truth,"  it  was  the  June  issue.  I  read  the  paper  and  when  I'd  read 
one  article  and  started  to  put  the  paper  away,  I  couldn't;  it  seemed 
that  I  couldn't  take  my  mind  off  of  God,  when  I  started  to,  it  just 
hit  me  harder. 

I  read  every  article  in  your  paper,  and  it  really  sounded  far- 
out.  I  started  praying  and  I  felt  like  God  was  talking  to  me,  I  wanted 
to  listen;  in  fact,  I  did.  I  even  wanted  to  give  Him  my  life,  but  some- 
how it  seems  I've  gotten  farther  away. 

This  copy  was  the  July-August  issue,  anyway  I  took  a  copy  of  it 
and  afterwards  I  got  my  scag  and  went  back  to  the  barracks  and  fixed. 

This  afternoon  after  I  got  out  of  bed  I  read  the  paper,  and  as 
the  last  time,  I  couldn't  lay  it  down,  so  I  read  every  article  again. 

As  I  said  in  my  first  paragraph,  I  don't  know  what's  happening 
to  me.  It  seems  like  Jesus  Christ  put  an  ink  pen  in  my  hand,  and  told 
me  to  write  to  you. 


I  don't  really  see  how  I  can  become  a  Christian*  because  I'm  a 
doper,  and  I  don't  see  how  I  can  ever  get  into  the  religious  bit. 
I  don't  dig  churches  and  things  like  that,  but  I  like  the  way  you 
dudes  do  your  thing. 

I  would  like  to  get  into  your  thing*  but  I  think  I  got  a  long 
way  to  go  and  I  need  a  lot  of  help. 

Some  observations  which  might  be  made  that  should  be  helpful  to  us 

in  learning  how  to  minister  to  people  like  this  aret 

1.  The  young  man  wants  spiritual  help. 

2.  He  seems  to  be  sincere. 

3.  He  doesn't  "dig"  churches  and  things  like  that. 

4.  He  likes  the  way  Jesus  People  do  their  thing. 

5.  He,  by  his  own  admission*  needs  a  lot  of  help. 

My  first  personal  encounter  with  a  Jesus  freak  occured  in  Viet  Nam 
in  1970.  The  young  man  I  met  was  in  his  early  twenties.  He  claimed  to 
have  been  on  hard  drugs  for  a  prolonged  period  of  time  prior  to  his  "con- 
version." He  had  been  involved  in  heroin*  LSD  and  cocaine.  Since  his 
conversion*  he  had  been  clean.  He  did  not  come  to  chapel.  I  observed 
him  at  the  aid  station*  where  he  worked  as  a  medic*  reading  "The  Cross 
and  the  Switchblade."  Using  that  as  a  spring  board  to  conversation*  I 
began  to  question  him  about  his  spiritual  life. 

After  much  conversation  at  the  aid  station,  Craig  finally  trusted  me 
enough  to  try  chapel.  He  became  a  regular  and  eager  participant  in  Bible 
studies  but  he  never  did  get  to  the  place  where  he  enjoyed  chapel  services. 
They  were  too  cold  and  formal  for  him.

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I  found  this  to  be  the  reaction  of  the  Jesus  People  who  occasionally 
found  their  way  into  my  services  at  ray  last  assignment  at  Fort  Lewis* 
Washington.  Many  could  not  even  get  interested  in  an  informal  Bible  study 
because  there  was  too  much  emphasis  on  the  intellectual  aspects  of  the 
spiritual  life. 

Another  important  area  where  the  Jesus  People  seem  to  be  turning  up 
is  among  the  chaplain's  assistants.  We  need  to  be  alert  to  the  deep  in- 
volvement these  men  have  in  spiritual  interests  because  this  will  affect 
their  relationship  with  us  and  vice  versa  and  ultimately  their  worK  perfor- 
mance. Channeled  properly*  this  can  be  a  great  asset.  Ignored  or  misun- 
derstood, it  could  be  a  hindrance  to  the  assistant's  performance  and  to  the 
overall  chapel  program. 


CHAPTER  III 

MINISTERING  TO  THE  JESUS  PEOPLE  IN  THE  MILITARY  ENVIRONMENT 

The  first  paragraph  of  an  article  in  Christianity  Today  (March  31, 

1972),  entitled  "Bibles  in  the  Barracks  -  God  and  the  Military,"  reads 

as  follows t 

Bibles  in  the  barracks.  Revival  and  baptisms  aboard  ships  at  sea. 
Christian  coffeehouses  run  by  GIs  in  West  Germany  and  South  Viet  Nam. 
Evangelist  Nicky  Cruz  in  the  stockade.  Prayers  among  the  top  brass. 
Bible  studies  in  the  locker  room  and  Jesus  rallies  after  the  game. 
"Bombing"  North  Vietnamese  villages  with  the  Gospel. 

The  above  cited  article  goes  on  to  say  that  command  officers  overseas 
have  noted  dramatic  changes  in  lives  of  many  soldiers,  especially  in  behavior 
patterns  and  deliverance  from  drugs,  as  a  result  of  coffeehouse  ministries. 
Correspondent  Billy  Bray  reported  that  Christian  halfway  houses  are  operated 
on  every  one  of  the  dozen  or  so  major  0.  S.  bases  in  South  Viet  Nam.  Brig- 
idier  General  Harold  Aaron  had  seven  coffeehouses  under  his  command  in  the 
Frankfurt,  Germany,  area.  He  was  quoted  as  having  said  the  coffeehouse 
ministry  was  "one  of  the  best  things  to  happen  in  the  Army."1 

According  to  Christianity  Today,  revival  in  El  Paso,  Texas,  has  spilled 
onto  Fort  Bliss.  A  door-to-door  visitation  program  was  sponsored  by  the 
post  commander  and  the  post  chaplain.  A  Jesus  chapel  is  sponsored  on  Monday 
nights  by  an  Army  chaplain  but  an  enlisted  layman  conducts  the  service.2

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From  Fort  Sill,  Oklahoma,  a  layman  officer  reported,  "So  many  things 
are  happening  I  can*t  keep  track  of  them."  He  and  a  chaplain  were  sent  to 
the  West  Coast  to  check  out  the  Jesus  movement,  mostly  to  investigate  what 
spiritual  principles  were  involved  in  deliverance  from  drugs  and  violence- 
bent  extremism.  "The  Army  is  searching  for  answers,"  says  the  layman  from 
Fort  Sill.  "There  is  tremendous  openess."  A  number  of  Jesus-movement  music 
groups  and  leaders  have  been  invited  to  hold  meetings  at  the  post. 

Stories  such  as  this  can  be  told  about  most  posts  in  the  Army  today. 
Maybe  only  history  will  be  able  to  properly  tag  what  is  taking  place.  He 
are  in  the  presence  of  a  religious  phenomenon  within  the  youth  culture  and 
therefore  among  the  young  who  are  serving  in  the  Army. 

Obviously  Army  chaplains  cannot,  nor  would  they  want  to  revise  all  of 
their  programs  to  suit  the  Jesus  People  in  the  Army.  However,  we  do  need 
to  be  aware  of  who  these  people  are,  what  they  think,  and  what  they  need 
spiritually.  He  must  be  willing  to  be  open  with  them*  He  must  be  accept- 
ing in  our  attitude.  Where  possible,  we  would  do  well  to  allow  them  the 
opportunity  of  expressing  themselves  in  meetings  which  they  plan  and  conduct. 
We  must  also  continue  in  our  quest  for  wholeseme  innovation  which  will  pro- 
vide ministries  which  are  appealing  and  meaningful  to  the  people  who  are 
already  involved  in  the  Jesus  Movement  and  even  more  to  our  somewhat  alienated 
youth  who  are  turned  off  by  traditional  and  conventional  religious  forms. 

Maybe  we  can  learn  from  some  of  our  brothers  in  civilian  churches.  One 
church  worthy  of  note  is  the  Peninsula  Bible  Church  in  Palo  Alto,  California, 
where  nearly  1,000  people  pack  in  every  Sunday  night.

Three-fourths  or  more  attending  the  service  are  under  age  30,  and  a 
number  of  these  are  drug  scene  converts.  But  adults  past  65  are  there  too. 
A  leader  gets  things  going.  "This  is  the  family*  the  body  of  Christ*  We 

need  each  other.  Let's  share ♦"   One  after  another,  persons  all  over 

the  Auditorium  stand  and  speak.  A  long  hair  says  he's  through  with  the 
sex  and  drug  trips  because  of  his  spiritual  awakening.  A  girl  requests 
prayer  for  her  brother  who  is  blowing  his  mind  with  LSD  and  won't  stop. 
The  leader  asks  a  former  acid  head  to  go  stand  by  her  and  lead  out  in  prayer 
for  the  brother.  A  woman  gives  the  keys  of  the  family's  second  car  to  a 
student  who  needs  transportation  for  work. 

Other  needs.  Insights,  and  items  of  good  news  are  shared  to  the  accora- 
paniement  of  laughter,  applause,  and  hushed  moments  of  anguish  and  prayer. 
An  offering  is  announced t  "Give  as  you  are  able.  If  you  have  need,  take 
money  from  the  plate. M  A  folksinger  sings;  then  everyone  sings. 

Finally  the  teacher  takes  over,  Bible  ih  hand.  Nearly  everyone  has  a 
Bible;  there  is  a  rustling  of  pages.  Many  underline  and  jot  marginal  notes 
as  the  teacher  expounds  a  passage.  Here  and  there  hands  are  raised,  questions 
are  asked.  The  teacher  answers  some,  referes  others  to  leaders  in  the  au- 
dience. 

There  is  a  closing  prayer  and  a  song  as  everyone  holds  hands s  "We  are 
one  in  the  Spirit,  we  are  one  in  the  Lord... .And  they'll  know  we  are  Christians 
by  our  love."  Most  linger,  talking,  listening,  singing  in  small  groups. 

The  gathering  is  called  a  Body-Life  service.  It  grew  out  of  concern 
expressed  by  the  pastoral  staff  in  1970  over  lack  of  fellowship  and  reciprocal 
ministry  among  the  faithful  as  enjoined  by  the  New  Testament.  The  Pastor  led 
in  the  overhaul  of  the  evening  service  which  at  that  time  had  an  attendance 
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of  between  150  and  250.  "Where  are  you  hurting  right  now?"  he  asked  his 
people.  After  a  slow  start*  a  climate  of  honesty  and  mutual  concern  soon 
prevailed.  That's  when  the  outsiders  began  dropping  in,  to  find  out  for 
themselves  about  the  atmosphere  of  love,  joy,  and  acceptance  they  were 
hearing  about. 

How  may  the  Army  chaplain  minister  effectively  to  these  young,  spiri- 
tually alive,  effervescent  Jesus  People?  The  chaplain  Can  Ignore  the  whole 
phenomenon,  he  can  discourage  it  in  his  sphere  of  influence,  or  he  can  let 
it  take  its  natural  course.  It  seems  that  the  movement  cannot  be  ignored. 
It  would  be  very  difficult  to  discourage  those  who  are  involved.  As  a  man 
who  is  interested  in  people  and  their  spiritual  development,  it  would  appear 
to  me  that  the  chaplain  should  be  somewhat  involved  with  these  Jesus  People 
and  at  least t 

1.  Maintain  an  open,  uncritical  attitude,  at  least  until  more  informa- 
tion is  secured.  Refrain  from  being  judgemental  of  the  movement's  untradi- 
tional  manifestations. 

2.  Be  flexible  enough  to  allow  joy  and  celebration  to  be  expressed  in 
new  forms  in  worship  services. 

3.  Allow  young  people  leadership  roles  in  certain  chapel  activities. 
Allow  youth  led  Bible  studies  in  chapel  facilities. 

4.  Provide  substance  through  Bible  study  that  is  informal,  positive 
and  supportive. 

5.  Open  chapel  facilities  for  meetings  and  activities  during  the  week. 

6.  Provide  a  time  for  sharing  of  experiences,  even  taking  the  risk 
that  someone  might  drop  a  careless  remark.

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Walker  Night  asks  in  his  book,  "Jesus  People  Come  Alive,"  " could

Are  we  seeing  an  evidence  of  Christianity* s 
ability  to  find  expression  in  every  society,  revealing  anew  its  universal 
nature?  Whenever  the  Christian  faith  has  become  institutionalized,  formal- 
ized, or  been  confined  to  physical  or  mental  walls,  it  has  broken  out  and 
free  with  force  and  vitality." 

Let  us  not  miss  opportunities  to  share  in  the  excitement  and  reality 
of  what  appears  to  be  a  vital  spiritual  awakening  among  the  young  people  of 
today.
